BLACK WIDOW SPIDER 


The only §pider in the entire 
world whose venom is definitely 
known to be poisonous to m an is 
the 
well-known 
black 
widow 
spider, so common all over our 
great Southwest. This spider is 
so often confused w ith harm less 
species, and there are so m any 
erroneous beliefs in association 
w ith it, that recently (1945) an 
entire 
book 
was 
w ritten 
just 
about this one creature. This vol­ 
ume is entitled “Black W idow ” 
and was w ritten by R. W. Thorp 
and W. D. Woodson. Much of the 
data in these two articles was 
obtained from this one invaluable 
source. 
The scientific 
nam e for the 
genus to which the black w idow 
belongs is called “Latrodectus,” 
which is derived from Latin and 
G reek words m eaning "a robber 
able to bite.” There are several 
different kinds or species of L a­ 
trodectus, occurring the 
w orld 
over, 
but 
the 
com m onest 
is 
"m actans" (Latin for ‘ killing’’). 
Thus, our most prevalent A m eri­ 
can species is know n to scientists 
as “Latrodectus m actans,” or “the 
robber able to bite and kill.” It 
m ay be found far to the south,

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tus pretty w ell encompasses the 
globe, except for the very cold 
areas to the north and south. The 
idea that she can be found only 
in the arid Southw est is obvi­ 
ously a false one.

accurately 
determ ined, 
mainly 
because those persons bitten had

bite was harm less! Recent work, 
however, by doctors and research­ 
ers, have now clearly established

less and in an anxiety state, and 
often vomits.

plains of dizziness, chills, consti­ 
pation, nausea, and difficulty in 
breathing.

U nforunately w hen roads are 
in process of paving it m akes 
much additional work for the 
w ater company, whose pipes were 
laid too close to the road surface 
in the beginning and are often 
washed to the top by the rains. 
The w ater company has been 
under heavy expense in putting 
in their new w ater lines along F 
street in order to meet the re­ 
quirem ents for opening its small 
new subdivision above G street, 
it was reported.

severity w ithin an hour after a 
person is bitten. 
It is probable th at the venom 
is spread through the lym phatics 
and acts upon the muscles di­ 
rectly, as w ell as upon the n erv ­ 
ous system. It does not effect the 
blood-stream as does rattlesnake 
venom: therefore, the first aid 
measures indicated in snake bite 
have no effect upon spider bite, 
and should not be used. If bitten 
on the genitals, for instance, the 
pain instantly spreads down the 
legs, up to the groin and into the 
abdomen; if bitten on the hand, 
it goes through the arm to the 
chest and thence to the abdomen 
and legs. A t any rate, no m atter 
w here bitten, the final pain is 
centered in the muscles of the 
abdomen and the legs.
